The architect, on the contrary, 
has only the owner's interests to 
consider when preparing the plans 
and specifications, and the actual 
construction is put out to competi­ 
tion, where the lowest responsible j 
contractor gets the job.

By reason of such competition 
this method often saves the owner 
many times the architect's fee.

One favorite talking point of the 
organization salesmen is that by 
heir method much of the cost of 

plans is eliminated.

It IB in the completness of
plans and specifications that the
wner'a wants are portrayed with
eflnltness, with sureuess, without

guesswork and future adjustment.
Competent draftsmen are necea-
